The assessors completed their figuring 


on the valuation of the town Saturday and 
it was found that the town, county and 
state tax will be $18.20 on pOOO. This is 
|1.20 higher than lust year, but it is ex- 
pected the fire district tax will be a little 
lower than Jast year and that the total in- 
crease will be less than f 1 on $1000. There 
has been a net increase in the valuation of 
the town of something over $120,000, so 
the increased rate of the town tax is due 
to the increase of some $10,000 in the 
amount of money raised by taxation. 


There is a shrinkage in the number of 


polls, due to the different method of col- 
lecting the names. In former years the 
owners of mills banded in the names of 
all men employed, but this year the list 
had to be made out by streets and only 
those names were put on which were ob- 
tained by a house-to house canvass. There 
is also a shrinkage in the valuation of per- 
sonal property and resident bank shares.

Mr. Rowley Preaches to Large Congrega- 


tions. Strong Evening Sermon,

It is there 
the mother during the most impression- 
able years exerts her influence. Mr. Row- 
ley said he was not an extremist regarding 
woman's place in society. He considered 
all this talk about the new woman arrant 
nonsence, for neither man nor woman 
can reach life's fullness alone. Give wom- 
en every opportunity, open every institu- 
tion of learning to her and still her realm 
is the home. There is by far a greater re- 
ward awaiting her, who is at this moment 
toiling to make her influence felt upon 
the next generation through her children 
than for those who claim the public eye 
and teach with voice and pen. 


Fiom the life of the Hebrew, Abram, 


we can first learn faith in God. A recog- 
nition of God like to that of Abram was 
advocated for every home. God pity the 
children who give up interest in him. 
Faith in God is not unnatural. We are 
made in the image oi' God and should 
serve him. It was shown by Mr. Rowley 
that many believe the idea ife to get rich 
and that few have the idea of service. 
Truth is another lesson to be learned from 
Abram. Truth is one of the foundation 
stones of society. 
The observing and 


teaching of truth in the hou'-'c were dwelt 
upon by the speaker. How could there 
bo truth in society if not in the home. 
Grent weight was laid upon keeping faith 
with children, arid the admission into the 
home of deprecatory stories about neigh- 
bors was strongly condemned.

The enyine is No. 885 and \vas built 


by tho Baldwin Locomotive)company of 
Philadelphia for the Philadelphia and 
Reading, under contract to uiako the 
mn from Camrlcn to Atlantic City, 00 
miles, in !10 minute". It is running 
temporarily on the Boyal Blue Hue to 
Philadelphia to get ready for service. 
It is a compound engine, built on the 
English model, \rilh a small smoke- 
stack, and is tho only locomotive of the 
kmd in existence. Jn its- general appear- 
ance it impresses u;>3 as being much 
larger than it renliy is 
It is higher 


tbuu the ordinary locomotive, but by 
actual measurement it is ail inch les-s 
iu length than engines of the big^e^t 
typo in uso. Tho driving wheels aro tiie 
central feature. 
There are two instead 


of four, as is the rule oil other passenger 
engines. Instead of being at the buck of 
the locomotive they are in the middle) 
and directly under the cab. They are 7 
feet high: 


The engine is equipped with a Wooster 


firebox and burns very fine buckwheat 
coal. It is run under 200 pounds steam 
pressure and uses the steam twice, for 
high and low pressure, which insures a 
saving of fuel and water. 


This locomotive is expected to rev- 


olutionize railroad transportation, and 
its trial trips are being watched with a 
great deal of interest by railroad men.

It is one 01' 
the best fraternal societies in the country, 
paying a sick and death benefit with an 
endowment fund added, and has succored 
the widow and orphan, and the distressed 
and afflicted, unceasingly and untiringly.
